CONSTRUCTIVE BAPTISM AND 
CONSTRUCTIVE COMMUNION. 


BY WILLIAM C. 


A RITE ordained becomes an ordinance. 
To observe an ordinance truly is not 
ritualism, but obedience. I speak, of 
course, in the sphere of positive Chris- 
tianity, where ike ordaining will is Christ’s, 
and not man’s. Ritualism talks of rites. 
Ovedience talks of ordinances. It is not 
Baptist vernacular to call baptism a rite. 
The true idiom speaks of it as an ordi- 
nance. Baptists do not ritualize. They 
obey. 

It is the essence of ritualism to regard 
the rite as a means, operative by a virtue 
inherent in itself. It is the essence of 
obedience to consider the ordinance as a 
condition merely, imperative because ap- 
pointed, The ritualist is nice and careful 
lest somehow unawares he impair ibe 
ell which his rite is to him. The obedi- 
ent man is scrupulous lest he fail some- 
Where in meeting the exact will of his 
Master. ‘Ihe ritualist is superstitious in 
awe of his rite. The obedient man is loyal 
In awe and in love of his Lord. 

Exactness, therefore, is by no means of 
hecessity a note of ritualism. It may 
quite as naturally be a mark of the purely 
obedieat spirit. Now when a right is 
ordained—that is to say, when a defined 
external observance is prescribed—there is 
incvitably implied in obed{ence something 
more than the spirit to obey. A literal 
act iscommanded. Obedience accordingly 
Means the performance of that act, and 

it merely the spirit to perform it. There 
Sno room here for talking of the differ- 
cace between the spirit and the letter. At 
Sica a point as this, provided only the act 
be clearly determinable in Nature and pos- 
siile to performance—at such a point, I 
fay, letter and spirit become one. The 
Spirit to obey would seem certain to issue 
Nobedience. But the spirit to obey is not 
obedience. When a physical act is com- 
Minded, the physical then is an indispens- 
ablemeans of helping the spiritual to obey.

We suppose, for the time, that there is no 

difference of opinion concerning the nature 
of the command. The words ‘Be bap- 
tized” mean, we will say, the same thing, 
and no matter what, to both Baptist and 
Peedobaptist. They are certainly a com- 
mand, whatever they mean. The qucs- 
tion, therefore, is not ‘‘ Have I been bap- 
tized?” but, ‘‘Have I obeyed the com- 
mand?’ Obedience consists not in hav- 
ing been baptized, but in having obeyed 
the command. Not to be baptized, but to 
obey, is the important thing. The ritual. 
izer is thus found in him who contents 
himself with the act, but neglects the 
obedience. If Baptists or Peedobaptists, 
either of them, ritualizes, it certainly is 
not the Baptist. 

Now the actual state of the facts in the 
Christian world is this? The vast ma- 
jority of Christian professors, outside the 
Baptist churches, have never, even accord- 
ing to the most latitudinarian notions of 
what baptism is, save in their unconscious 
infancy, been baptized. Nearly every 
candid Pzdobaptist, therefore, if asked, 
“Have you obeyed the command ‘Be 
baptized’ ?” would be obliged to put a 
sense not entirely simple and natura) 
upon the word ‘‘obey” in order to an- 
swer ‘ Yes.” To the question “ Have 
you been baptized?” such a person might, 
perhaps—indeed, he probably would—say 
“Yes,” without hesitation. The answer 
would simply require an exercise of faith 
on bis part. Tosay “Yes” tothe ques- 
tion, ‘‘Have you obeyed the command 
‘Be baptized’ ?” would require something 
more than an exercise of faith. It would 
require also an exercise of imagination, or, 
at least, an effort of reason. He would 
have to say “I have been told and I be- 
lieve that I was baptized when a babe; 
and I now voluntarily and freely adopt 
my then unconscious submission as my 
present deliberate act. I have, therefore, 
obeyed the command.” He would evi- 
dently thus acknowledge that to the ordi- 
nance “ Be baptized” he had rendered, if 
any obedience at all, then a purely con- 
siructive obedience. For the command is 
not the solecism ‘ Have been baptized.” 
It is the plain, reasonable, and practicable 
“Be baptized”—a command perpetually 
binding till it be obeyed. 

To the Baptist, therefore, his Padobap- 
tist brethren cannot but appear as dis- 


their Lord. Even upon their own theory 
of baptism, their obedience is, at least, 
only a constructive obedience. Their bap- 
tism, accordingly, however perfect in fact 
and in form, is in essence and in spirit 
only a constructive baptism. 

Coxstructive obedience, in such a case, 
is no obedience at all to the Baptist; and 
constructive baptism is no baptism at all 
to him. So little is the Baptist a ritualizer 
that the fact of the rite observed is as

writers. Any one who has looked at the 
first draft of “ Paradise Lost,” In Trinity 
College, Cambridge; gazed upon Welling- 
ton’s list of the cavalry under his com- 
mand, written on the field of Waterloo, just 
before the battle; and upon the loving and 
heroic Nelson’s last letter to Lady Hamil- 
ton, found open and unfinished upon his 
desk after the bloody battle of Trafalgar 
(both contained in the show-cases of the 
British Museum); or who has turned over 
the leaves of Luther's “‘ Isaiah,” at Heidel- 
berg, must have found himself all but in 
contact with the great departed. There is 
such a story in every blot, so much of 
character in every flourish of the pen, 
such meaning in every word erased or in- 
terlined, that such a holograph answers 
most of the purposes of a personal in- 
timacy. Weare fond of everything con- 
nected with eminent men, and their auto- 
graphs are interesting to all educated per- 
sons, although they may not concur with 
those who have pretended to read the 
writer’s character in his handwriting. 

It fell in my way, during a sojourn of 
several months in Great Britain last sum- 
mer, to make a very considerable addition 
to my collection of autograph letters, 
written by some of her most distinguished 
sons. A few unpublished epistles, selected 
at random, may not be without interest. 
Ifereafter I may possibly share with my 
readers others of similar character. ‘The 
following letter was addressed nearly half 
accniury ago to Mrs. Anne Grant, the 
gifted auihoress of the charming “ Me- 
moirs of an American Lady,” by the great 
and good Robert Southey, perhaps the most 
laborious literary worker of any age. Ex- 
cept the time necessarily devoted to eating 
and sleeping, there was no hour of the day 
or night when he was not either reading or 
writing, Even during the short walks 
that he allowed himself for relaxation a 
book was his usual companion. Such 
constant and continued literary labor could 
have but one termination—the same sad 
one that closed the career of “ Christopher 
North,” Walter Scott, and his gifted son- 
in-law, Lockhart, and so many other great 
heirs of fame. No one that enjoyed the 
privilege of listening to the brave words 
of the large-hearted Thackeray, on the 
occasion of his last visit to us, is likely to 
forget his allusion to Southey in the course 
of his lecture on George the Third: 

‘* An English worthy, doing his duty for 
fifty noble years of labor, day by day stor- 
ing up learning, day by day working for 
scant wages, most charitable out of his 
small means, bravely faithful to the calling 
he had, refusing to turn from his path for 
popular praise or prince’s favor—I mean 
Robert Southey. We have left his old 
political landmarks miles and miles be- 
hind; we protest against his dogmatism ; 
nay, we begin to forget it and his politics; 
but I hope his life will not be forgotten, 
for it is sublime in its simplicity, its 
energy, its honor, its affection. In the 
combat between Time and Thalaba I 
suspect the former destroyer has con- 
quered ; Kehama’s Curse frightens very 
few readers now; but Southey’s private 
letters are worth piles of epics, and are 
sure to last among us as long as kind 
hearts like to sympathize with gooduess 
ond purity and love andupright life,”

“My Drar Mapam:—Your very kind 
and gratifying letter of August 6th comes 
to me long after its date, as is often the 
case with whatever is trusted to the 
chance of a bookseller’s parcel. I am 
very glad to know the name of Judge 
Kent, and, whenever the account in the 
Quarterly Review of Lucretia Davidson 
shall be reported, will incorporate in it 
With no little pleasure what you have com- 
municated to me. Should you lay your 
hand on a piece of her handwriting, I 
should deem it a great treasure. Many 
Americans find their way to me; so many, 
indeed, that I believe I have more ac- 
quaintance in Boston than in any place 
in the world except London. I wish 
Judge Kent had been one of them; 
such a person I should have delighted 
to see. The worst effect of time is when 
it dulls the moral sense, makes 
us intellectually blind and deaf, and be- 
numbs the heart. Yet it is the tendency of 
society in America, as well as in Europe, 
thus to [loosen] us as we grow older; and 
it is only by God’s blessing and a lively 
faith that the heart can be kept always 
young. This blessing, my dear Madam, 
has been yours in an eminent degree; and 
others who are endeavoring to obtain it 
may thank you for assisting them with 
your writings. 

“YT will not be in Edinburgh many 
hours without endeavoring to see you. At 
present I do not foresee any circumstan- 
ces which are likely to lead me thither; for 
I go scldom from home and my connec- 
tions are all far south. But we shall 
meet in another world, if not in this. I 
also am far on the way toward it and 
approaching the end of my journey. And 
so much of that I loved best has gone 
before me that this is one of my most 
consolatory thoughts.

How 
many of the present generation know 
aught of his remarkable colloquial talents, 
of which so many great men have given 
evidence—among the number Sydney 
Smith, who said: ‘‘ Till subdued by age 
and illness, his conversation was more 
brilliant and instructive than that of any 
human being I ever had the good fortune 
to be acquainted with.

Lord Francis Jeffrey, the brilliant essay- 
ist and orator who for a quarter of a cen- 
tury wielded the powerful editorial pen 
of the Hdinburgh Review, and whose 
second wife was a New Yorker, refers, in 
the following note to his friend, Sir James 
Mackintosh, to the long-vexed question of 
the authorship of the “ Junius Letters.” 
Perhaps it is now too late to expect that 
the mystery will ever be solved. Fitz- 
Greene Halleck, who took a deep interest 
in the question, and who believed that the 
extraordinary epistles were written by 
Sackville, remarked in a letter written to 
me in May, 1867: ‘‘Mr. Weed has recently 
said that he knows from infallible sources 
in England, made known to him there per- 
sonally, that Sir Philip Francis is tie man. 
I should like much to see the proofs. If 
ninety-nine witnesses, in the absence of 
the hundredth, would hang a gentleman, 
Lord George Sackville might claim the 
martyrdom. In the absence of the bun- 
dredth, the old mystery is still unsolved.” 
In another paragraph the poet gives, to 
my mind, satisfactory reasons why Junius 
—that ‘mighty boar of the forest”—was 
not, as is generally believed, Sir Philip 
Francis. ‘‘Mr. Francis,” says Halleck, 
“‘asa frequent and open contributor to 
Mr. Woodfall’s paper, was in daily inter- 
course with him; and, assuminghim to 
be and known by Mr. Woodfall to be 
‘Junius’ where (allow me to ask) were 
his manuscripts of the letters so mysteri-. 
ously conveyed, at the risk of discovery? 
What need was there of the privatenotes? 
And what value could Mr. Woodfall at- 
tach to that peculiarly arrogant and aris- 
tocratic letter which assures him power- 
ful protection in the libel suit, when he 
knew that its writer was a young and 
comparatively an obscure clerk in the 
war office, with apparently no personal, 
political, or family influence?” Here is 
Jefirey’s brief note, addressed to 15 Great 
George strect, Westminster, London. 
Eprysureu, 27th April, 1813. 
“My Drar Sin JAMES: 

“The gentleman who will deliver you 
this is the person whom I formerly men- 
tioned to you as having made the discov- 
ery of Junius, and into whose documents 
you promised to look upon my account; 
and, in undertaking this, if you should not 
agree with him as to the evidence of the 
Giscovery, no use whatever should be 
made, either directly or indirectly, of the 
disclosures he might make. 
“T shall be glad to hear of the prosper- 
ous issue of your examination. And am 
always, my dear Sir James,

‘BF, JEFFREY.” 

In the following note written to his friend 
and one of his business partners by Sir 
Walter Scott, and, like many of his mis- 
sives, undated, allusion is made to those 
unfortunate complications with printers 
and publishers which ultimately caused 
his financial ruin, and brought on those 
single-handed literary exertions which 
caused his mental decay and death. 
There is nothing finer in the biography of 
any age or country than the picture of 
Scott, full of courage and hope, although 
then an old man, nearly threescore years 
of age, resolutely siiting down to cancel 
by the fruits of his pen an enormous debt 
of half a million of dollars and upward, 
that his name might be untarnished and 
thata fantastic medimval mansion and the 
broad acres that surrounded it might be 
transmitted to a long line of Scotts of 
Abbotsford. Tis loved domain was save‘ 
by his almost superhuman exertions; but 
alas! his family have all faded away, save 
a great-grandchild, who greatly resembles 
her renowned ancestor. His friends and 
contemporaries have also passed away; 
and his retainers—William Laidlaw, faith- 
ful Tom Purdie, John of Skye, honest 
Peter Mathieson—have all alike found rest 
after life’s fitful fever. Dr. James B. 
Clarkson, of Arrnel, Merchiston, long and 
intimately associated with Sir Walter, 
who stood by his dying-bed and, so far as 
known, the last survivor of the hundreds 
closely connected with the Great Magician, 
has since my visit to Abbotsford in Sep- 
tember ‘‘ gone hence, to be no more seen.” 
Scott’s communication was addressed to 
John Ballantyne, to whom he paid the 
touching tribute, as he walked away from 
his grave: “There will be less sunshine 
for me hereaftcr now that Johnny is 
gone.” 
“My DEAR JOHN: 

“T enclose the bills accepted, and will 
he obliged to you to take up, as you pro- 
pose, my acceptance to Mr. Riddell for 
£200. Lam still detained here, to my no 
small impatience, by various matters to 
arrange concerning my _brother-in-law’s 
aflairs and by the uncertainty of Mr. Car- 
penter, whose health is too delicate to 
endure the journey to Scotland till the 
weather be milder.

Among his business asso- 
ciates, consisting of James and John Bal- 
lantyne and the prince of publishers, 
Archibald Constable, Scott was, perhaps, 
the least unbusinesslike. A correct and 
authentic account of the unfortunate 
complications which brought down baro- 
net, publisher, and printers, during the 
financial panic of 1826, will shortly ap- 
pear in the memoirs of Constable, now 
nearly complete, from the pen of his son, 
Thomas Constable, of Edinburgh :

Many of the Dean’s 
compositions already published have been 
also corrected and enlarged by comparing 
them with the original Copies. The life 
has been compiled from the narratives of 
former biographers, collated with original 
documents ; and some critical observations 
and historical notes accompany the vari- 
ous productions of this incomparable En- 
glish classic.”

A WOMAN’S LETTER FROM 
WASHINGTON. 


WasHtnaton, Dec. 14th, 1872. 
To THE EpiTor OF THE INDEPENDENT: 

WueEn storms are brooding 8 hush falls 
upon the world. And this is as true in 
the physical as in the political or moral 
atmosphere. The climate of Washington 
has 8 villainous reputation, and at certain 
times and seasons it deserves it, And yet 
it tantalizes us with days which seem pre- 
ludes to Paradise. Under their azure arch, 
through their beguiling air, with reluctant 
steps we enter winter—the oozy, clammy, 
coughing winter waiting us just the other 
side of the gate of January. But they 
linger long these preluding days, reluct- 
ant to yicld us to our impending foes, so- 
ciety and the weather. They are days of 
days, swathed in masses of light and color 
unfathomable. Itis one of the wonders 
of Washington too little noted—its sky 
scenery. So few people take the trouble 
to look up, save to see if ‘‘it looks like 
rain.” All that New York can afford to 
give is a scanty slice of light through 
which to let a glimpse of glory down to 
its palaces and catacombs of humanity. 
But above these banding hills, across this 
broad amphitheater of space which holds 
the city, mass and sweep on into in- 
finity waves on waves of polarized 
light, with a fineness of tint, a 
depth of hue, an immensity of volume 
which no wordscan portray. Inautumnal 
days and with advancing spring through 


hovering purple, like opaline doves’-necks’ 
luster, penetrating all the atmosphere,

of mist. Under such a light, some morn- 
ing, spring suddenly spreads forth its 
whole panoply, with a vividness of green, 
with a prodigality of foliage never seen in 
a more northern latitude.

Washington, and his admirers were very 
much obliged to him for taking the trouble 

to cross the ocean to do that, at fifty cents 

per sight. The lecture—well enough in its 

way—would not be listened to twice were it 

delivered by a prophet in his own country. 

But a sudden mania seems to have seized 

the men and women of both continents. 

The moment they are sure that they have 
done something which their generation 
calls remarkable, or even notorious, be it 
to shoot a man or to write a book, they 
sally forth to show themselves, placarded 
at every angle with the conscious thought: 
“ Behold me! It is I!’ Because a woman 
has written a book, it by no means follows 
that she can read it decently ; or, because 
aman has written a passable novel, that 
he is in any wise an orator. Neither is 
necessary while human curiosity is alive 
and lively. Thus it happens that we have 
a perfect shoal of English lecturers on our 
shores. Some have something to say, and 
know how to say it. Others have little, 
and cannot say that well. Each is equally 
sure that the Americans will pay to look 
athim. Thus he dumps an essay in bis 
trunk that would not bring a penny at 
home, sure that it will do for the Ameri- 
can market and be paid for by American 
curiosity ; which, of course, is a lucky thing 
for him, his wife, and small children. 
Now George Macdonald has taken to 
spreading his novels exceeding thin, for 
the sake of those ten small children, I 
fear; but, even for the sake of the whole 
ten, Iam not able to say that the lecturer 
is an equal successor of the early novelist. 


With all the manual labor that it in- 
volves, the ladies whom it taxes most 
severely have begun ‘‘ the season.” Two 
months are not long enough, they declare; 
and, as a result, already as much visiting 
and card exchanging have been done as 

is ordinarily consummated by the second 
week in January. The ladies of the Cab- 
inet have received this week, and by next 
they will start forth on that ceaseless, 
endless, and senseless round of ‘‘ calls” 
under the stress of which, in all weathers, 
more than one woman has died who was 

worthy of immolation in a better cause- 
Here is ademand in Washington etiquette 
that, for the sake of human life and in- 
telligence, might well be amended. Be- 
cause the husband of a woman is elected 
to a public office why should she be com- 
pelled to return every call of Mrs. Tom, 
Dick, and Paul, whom she does not know, 

and whom in private life she would not 
think of knowing, because Mrs. Tom, 
Dick, and Paul see fit to come to her 
house, to inspect her and her furniture? 
The cards of these ladies can be respected 
and acknowledged, and they themselves 
be invited to public receptions, without 
the lady who invites them “ tiring herself 
to death” by going in personal search of 
them through all the highways and by- 
ways and boarding-houses of Washington. 
Under the present régime this is done, 
and the sight embodies a whole comment- 
ary on our civilization. No matter what 
the weather—it may pour rain or snow in 
drifts—she cannot lose a single day, or it 
will put her back 600 calls. Thus she sits 
in her carriage, rushing from house to 
house, every instant occupied in 
studying the immense black book 
in her lap, which contains the names 
of her callers, trying to solve the riddle of 
their whereabouts, Thus occupied, in all 
sorts of weather, struggling through snow 
and rain, climbing all sorts of stairs, rush- 
ing about all day and standing up all 
night, with late dinners and weak diges- 
tion, wbat wonder that more than one 
woman entitled to ahappier fate has died 
or been made an invalid for life, a martyr 
to what is so ridiculously called ‘‘ Wash- 
ington Society!” This is its worst as- 
pect. It has another and better one. 
Strange to say, it is this better one which 
gome irresponsible person declares ‘is 

about to be made more formal and strin- 

gent.” We are informed that there is to 

be a newer and greater strife displayed in 

greater extravagance of toilets, and ‘‘ for- 

mal rules are to be enforced with rigid 

severity.” Nonsense. While a semi-official, 

semi-social etiquette is necessary to the 

due maintenance of socicty at a national 

capital, there is no city in America, doubt- 

less not one in the world, where an in- 

dividual is so surely accepted for his or 
her merit as in Washington. In New 
York a certain style of living and a pro- 
portionately large income are necessary to 
all who aspire to social honors. Wash- 
ington, in the winter, is emphatically a 
city of sojourners. Cabinet ministers, 
high officials, fastidious ladies often live in 
rooms which they would not tolerate else- 
where. The open sesame of society here 
is not ‘‘ Where does he live?” but ‘‘ Who 
is he?’ Not ‘‘ What does she wear?’ 
but ‘‘ What 7s she?” There is superb 
dressing here, and quite as much that 
is not superb. The most elegant and the 
plainest toilets meet equally in official 
life. Here and there a public man may 
be so unfortunate as to have a silly, up- 
startish woman for his wife, who, ina pal- 
pable endeavor to forget or to ignore her 
own humble origin or early belongings, 
talks loudly and long of “ etiquette” and 
of what is due to Her official position, and 
who would be ready to let her bosom 
friend die uncomforted in the next room 
if she had not humbly made that “ first 
call” due to her own high official state. 
But everybody with a grain of common 
sense laughs at Madame’s assumptions. 
Her loud livery and staring new turnout 
call forth derision or scorn in their 
ostentatious parade; her affectations and 
pretensions afford constant amusement, so 
visibly are they vencered onto a shallow 
and vulgar foundation. The majority of 
the ladies here in official society were 





seen approached on the other side of the 
ocean, save by the refractions of light on 
the glaciers. Professor Tyndall closed his 
brilliant scientific yet popular course of lec- 
turesin Washington lastevening. Wash- 
ington is pre-eminently not a lecture-going 
community. The intellectual people here 
are too busy, too tired, and too intelligent 
to be tempted out to listen to the reading 
of thin, diffusive essays on any subject 
whatever; and society people are too busy 
in their way ever to think of going to an 
ordinary lecture. But intellectual and 
fashionable both have nightly thronged 
Lincoln Hall to listen to Professor Tyn- 
dall’s scientific yet lucid expositions on 
sound, heat, color, and light, and to be- 
hold his dazzling experiments illustrating 
these phenomena. He ended his sixth 
and last lecture by a high compliment to 
Prof. Henry, and with quoting De Tocque- 
ville’s advice as to encouraging those 
investigators who work from a pure love 
of science, amid prolonged applause from 
an audience ascultivated and critical as 
ever assembled in Washington. The week 
has brought us another European lecturer, 
George Macdonald. He told us what he 
knew about Robert Burns (it was. not 
more than we knew before). and what he 
thought about bim; and his opinion varied 
not from the universal verdict. But, what 

was of vastly more interest, George Mac- 

donald showed himself to the people of

So has 
his wife. So, with a minority of excep- 

tions, have all the pe-ple now in official 

power in Washington. Then, how much 

more creditable to themselves. to their 
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government, to the American people 
when they practice true refinement, sim- 
plicity, and common sense, rather than 
when they assume “airs” which prove 
them to be vulgarians or attempt a “ court 
etiquette” which in a republic can never 
be carried out, but is in its loudest attempt 
& transparent pretense and fraud. 

Mr. Greeley’s contested will gives uni- 
versal pain. Poor, troubled soul! In 
life he freely gave away the greater 
portion of all he had. Otherwise he 
might have diced worth a million of dol- 
lars.

Conearess soon takes its holiday recess, 
and nothing is lost in the observance of 
this time-honored week, nothing gained 
by slighting it. This long recess of over 

a fortnight iscondemned by some as a 
waste of time; but, to give all the mem- 
bers an opportunity to sit down to a 
Christmas dinner at home, the recess 
must be made as long as possible. I know 
of members who will travel three thou- 
sand miles through the storms of mid- 
winter, out and back, for the s«ke of 
spending the holidays with their families. 
The time will come when Congress will 
meet in November, and this will givea 
session of six or seven weeks before 
Christmas—a time long enough for much 
important legislation ; or it might be bet- 
ter still if the Constitution were so 
changed that Congress should meet each 
year immediately after New Year’s Day, 
to remain in session so long as may be 
necessary. There will be no difficulty 
this session in passing all the appropria- 
tion bills in January and February, and 
very little clse needs to be done. Con- 
gress starts out with a reduction of the 
force employed to collect the internal rev- 
enue, and it is expected that the commis. 
sioner will soon make a still larger reduce. 
tion. With the revenue collected by 
stamps, after a little time it can be only 
necessary to retain the services of a lim- 
ited number of special agents. The assess- 
ors are to go before next July; and the 
collectors will sogn follow, or, at any 
rate, many of them. 

The investigation into the Credit Mo* 
bilier campaign scandal (or shall I call it 
slander ?) has begun, and it is understood 
that some very interesting testimony hag 
been given ; but, as the doors of the com- 
mittee-room are closed, the facts cannot be 
given. Secresy in the investigation may 
be very proper until the evidence is all in, 
but not a moment beyond that stage; and 
there is no intention to withhold the whola 
record when it is complete. The co:nmit- 
tee will probably be compelled to settle 
two or three points in regard to what con- 
stitutes bribery before submitting a final 
report. Suppose Mr. Ames offered Crédit 
Mobilier stock to members for sale far be- 
low its value, was it an attempt on his part 
to bribe them?

It has no option 
but to do this. If it had chosen, the

—neglect to investigate; but when, upon 
the demand of the Speaker, it was ordered 
nothing remained but to make it thorouga 
and impartial.

SCENES IN “— VIRGINNY.”

COUNTRY ROADS. 

A MARKED characteristic of this country is 
the arteuaia condition of the roads. They 
are the most perfect I have ever seen, and I 
doubt the possibility of finding their equal on 
the continent. 

Being a limestone region, and the farmers 
having an abundance of the rock close at 
hand, they haul it upon the dirt-bed, break- 
ing it up into small pieces, where in a few 
months it is worn down by the constant 
travel into the most solid and substantial of 
surfaces. It might almost be called rockbound, 
for when once settled it never yields a dint to 
the passage of the wheels of the heaviest 
Joaded vehicles, 

One of these roads is a remarkable piece of 
work. It extends from Martinsburg, through 
Winchester, Strasburg, and Harrisonburg, 
to Staunton; its even bed so carefully laid 
and worn so hard and firm as to seem like 
solid stone. Notanatom of dust ever arises, 
and the tramp of the horses’ hoofs over it is 
like the sound of a passage over a city pave- 
ment. The road bas been made entirely out 
of the blue limestone, crumbled, broken, and 
trodden down; and is under the care of a 
turnpike company. During the early days of 
the Rebellion the Confederates, who had 
scized a number of locomotives near Martins- 
burg, hitched a force of fifty horses to each 
locomotive and pulled them upon their own 
wheels directly over this road as easily as on 
the iron track. For ninety miles to Staunton 
the curious spectacle was witnessed of a pro- 
cession of locomotives rolling on their own 
wheels over a stone highway so solid as to 
bear them without the slightest yielding. 

For more than twenty-five miles from Har- 
risonburg southward I rode by stage over 
the solid bed of this same turnpike. And 
the easy roll of the wheels, the steady tramp 
of the horses, and the most majestic of moun- 
tain scenery made a trip of rare delight. 

1 tarried at Staunton over night, one of the 
oldest settled towns ofthe state and of not far 
from 6,000 population, the seat of numerous 
institutions and in the heart ofa grand farm- 





has made the White Sulphur Springs its 
western terminus. During the summer season 
it is a busy place and as many as 2,000 visitors 
have been registered at the hotel, It is the 
most popular of watering places for the 
Southern pleasure-loving community. The 
waters of the Spring have a mildly sulphur 
taste, but to first drinkers have a remarkably 
rapid and thorough purging effect. One or 
two glasses are stronger than a dozen of the 
ordinary Saratoga Springs. They are pecu- 
liarly efficacious to all afflicted with dyspep- 
sia and rheumatics have always experienced 
decided relief. A bath has even more refresh- 
ing an effect than a draught of the water. 

In time, when the hotel is refinished and 
made more comfortable, it will be a popular 
resort for tourists from the North. Itis 
hardly better than a stable now. The furni- 
ture in my room was hardly worth fifty 
cents, the bedstead little better than a scare- 
crow; and Ihad to prop my table against 
the walls to keep it from falling. Its legs 
were of double length, carrying the top 
nearly up to my chin, and surmounted with 
a cracked looking-glass. A half wheezy old 
chair and an old-fashioned washstand finished 
the equipment of room No. 691. 

It took three darkies to show me my room. 
As fast as one got tired of traveling up-stairs 
and along the long halls, he would shout to a 
second; and, he in turn, when tired, surren- 
dered the burden to a third. The hotel is 
located directly in the midst of a large lawn, 
and upon the edge are built characteristic 
cottages, holding two to six rooms. There 
are sixty of these in number, some of them 
quite pleasant. Board is cheap, at $3 per 
day; but when you call for chicken for din- 
ner, itis all legs and no breast. As for the 
rest of the ‘fixin’s,’? you have to wade 
through a good deal, and keep “ Pompey” 
running, lively to get enough. 

Westward from the White Sulphur 
Springs, the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad 
traverses the bank of the New and Kanawha 
Rivers, where there is rock scenery of the 
most weird and startling character. It is 
unlike anything yet seen by tourists. And 
when the line is opened for next season’s 
travel there will be found no more charm- 
ing route of travel than through this sec- 
tion. At various points east of White Sul- 
phur Springs there are glimpses of scenery 
remarkably fine. 

This is particularly the case between Char- 
lottesville and Staunton, where the road as. 
cends the Blue Ridge and crosses it with a 
tunnel. From the western edge of the tun- 
nel, looking back, you see spread before you 
the entire Shenandoah Valley, a picture of 
loveliness. Emerging on the castern side of 
the tunnel, and standing where the railroad 
track makes a sudden turn, you catch a view 
of the renowned Valley of Virginia before 
you—so exquisite as to remind one of a 
glimpse of the Delectable Mountains and the 
valleys between. I have never seen the supe- 
rior of this view. Nothing in the White 
Mountains compare with, it in its finished 
beauty. Nothing in Pennsylvania or this 
side of Colorado can approximate. For 
years to come the view from Afton Summit, 
with the undulating valleys beneath and the 
distant mountains, half covered with beauti- 
ful clouds, will live in the memory of the 
traveler as the handsomest view in the East- 
ern United States. Itis wortha long jour- 
ney and much trouble just to look at it. A 
very comfortable mountain hotel has been 
erected there,and no mor charming mountain 
home could be desired. From hence east- 
ward to Charlottesville we are constantly 
descending the sides of the mountains and 
approaching the bed of the valley. The ride 
is most delightful, revealing constant changes 
of scenery. The agricultural value of the 
country I would rank ahead of the farming 
Valley of the Connecticut, while tenfold more 
beautiful. I was loth to part with it, and pass 
over the uninteresting country from Gor- 
donsyille to Richmond. None of the soil 
here seemed to me as poor as repu- 
tation has given it. Plowing deep will 
bring it back to old-time richness. In fact 
often saw it proved in corn-fields, where the 
corn was always better and heavier upon 
deep soil than shallow. I can recommend no 
pleasanter journey to the tourist for the next 
summer than to the Springs region of Vir- 





img couully. 

In the morning I wend my way westward 
over the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad, to 
the White Sulphur Springs. I need not re- 
peat praises of the delicious bits of scenery 
which were constantly occurring, nor of the 
richness of the soil. All were without fault 
or blemish. I often noticed attempts at fruit 
orchards and pear-tree nurseries, where in 
olden time there had never been the slightest 
encouragement to engage in farming. I am 
candid, from what I have here seen, in the 
statement that in its natural resources Vir- 
xinia is a nobler, wealthier state than all New 
England put together. She bas all diversities 
of climate, from the heats of the James River 
plantations to the cool, breezy, balmy atmos- 
phere of Piedmont and Shenandoah. Not a 
mineral found in New England but can be 
found here, and very many far more valuable. 
Water-power is here in great abundance. It 
only waits development. Forests with the 
Most proiuse treasures of uncut wood, and 
canals or railroads ready to transport to near 
and profitable markets; @ long line of water 
or seaboard eommunication; a position by 
Nature well adapted for the supply of 
coal to all the lower Ohio River states; and 
scenery hardly less grand than the famous 


ginia. There are hundreds of them, with 
every possible mineral and healing virtue. 
The ride over country roads, among the 
finest of rural scenery, is most exhilarating. 
Living is very cheap, there is no fear of ex- 
orbitant landlords; slage-coach fare is 
cheaper than any stage-riding I ever had; 
and the climate in the mountain districts is 
superb. Virginia, then, should be better 
known. Her resources are vaster than any 
state which fronts the Atlantic; and now, 
with cheap and efficacious means of trans. 
portation, the time is at hand when the 
opportunties for her development are ready, 
To the tourist, scttler, or capitalist there 
will, on closer examination, be found more to 
please than now seems possible, from a dis- 
tant standpoint. 

The best points of approach are via the old 
Dominion Steamship Line from New York to 
Richmond, and vit Chesapeake and Ohio Rail- 
road westward; or from New York to Wash- 
ington direct, then via Orange, Alexandria 
and Manassas Railroad to Gordonsville; or, if 
through the Shenandoah Valley, branch off at 
Manassas to Harrisonburg, and thence by stage 
toStaunton. More ofthe country can be seen 
by stage than by any other way. Any one who 
can spare the time for a stage-ride to Lexing- 
ton will be witness to the most glorious

REMEMBER YOUR PASTOR. 


In this season of holidays let us remind 
our readers in country parishes not to 
If be isa poor man 
in this world’s goods, as almost all coun- 
try clergymen are, there is no gift more 


forget their pastor. 


graceful and useful than a policy of in- 


surance on his life presented to him by 


the parish. It may be an insurance pay- 
able to himself when he reaches middle 
life or old age, or payable to his wife at 
whatever time he may die. 
“which will be remembered gnd enjoyed 
by the recipient loig after all other gifts 
commemorating this joyful season of the 
year are lost and forgotten. 

A certain :mount of wealth is as neces- 
sary fer the comfort and prosperous life 


of the pastor as it is for any member of 


the parish. The necessities of both are 
alike. But his business of preaching the 
Gospel brings no accumulation of we. Ith 
with it, as does the business of other men. 
While he is sometimes receiving less for 

is weekly labors than the carpenter who 
built his pulpit or the uphoisterer who 
cushioned it, he is called upon to work 
longer and to expend more than either. 
His time, his thoughts, and his sym- 
pathics must be “all things to ali men.” 
He must beg for the poor and he must 
entertain the rich. And lucky is his wife 
if she finds, after the stranger who has 
taxed her hospitality is gone, a bank-note 
under the pillow, as a recognition of her 
kindness. 

It is wellto remember that your pastor 
cannot live on spiritual riches, although 
he may have an abundance of them. As 
aman, he needs the same temporal com- 
forts and conveniences of life that his 
parishioners need, and the necessity ‘fer 
them inercases in preportion as his family 
eares increase. Has he a svife and chil- 
dren? Jlis wants cre the same as those 
of any other hovschold in the parish; 
and the probability is that his salary is 
not more than znough to supply these 
wants, even if he gets it when itis due 
biia. 

You should tot divert your affections 
from him beceuse he is not a perfect man. 
Perishioners themselves are not always 
perfect. You may think he is disposed to 
rule, rather than to teach, in ‘the parish; 
to dictate, rather than persuade; to dis- 
agree, rather than to sympathize; to look 
at you, and all your accomplishments, 
ouly threagh the small panes of his study 
window. All this may be regretted and, 
, improved. No doubt St. Paul 
had his disagrecable side. But, notwith- 
standing all the lack of perfection that 
you find in your pastor, is he not a minis- 
ter of the Gospel, who kas devoted his 
life toa profession in which there is no 
wealth for him to enjoy. but a legacy of 
poverty for him to expect? 

When, after a devout and industrious 
life, age cripples his usefulness and a 
young gencration is crewding him into 
retirement, is there anything left to him 
but poverty, unless some kind parishion- 
ers have acted upon our suggestion and 
endowed his old age with a life insurance 
or an annuity ? 

People who are livirg in comfortable 
circumstances have only a vague idea of 
what poverty means. To this poor clergy- 
man it means more than self-denial. It 
is pain, mortification, abasement, physical 
suffering. It is an ignoble termination of 
a benevolent life. Better for every parish, 
now, at this joyful season of the year, to 
devote a fund for the purchase of a life or 
an endowment insurance for their pastor, 
rather than to raise money to paint the 
meeting-house, to reseat the Sunday- 

. school, to buy a bell or an organ, or to do 
anything else of a merely temporary 
character. The surance is a life-long 
benefit to your pastor. It is for his pres- 
ent comfort of mind, and for his sure pro- 
tection against that future poverty which, 
without this, must be his sad reward on 
earth,

Financial & Commersial. 
LIFE INSURANCE RATES. 


Tne Trustees of the Mutual Life lnsur- 
ance Company of New York have notified 
the public of their purpese not to carry 
into effect their proposed reduction in the 
rates ‘of insurance. The resolution re- 
voking their previous action, which was 
adopted last Saturday, reads as follows: 

“ Fesolved, That, while the past expceri- 
ence of the company demenstrates its 
abiiity to carry out the plan of reduced 
premiums according to tle method re- 
cenily adopted without injury to any 
pelicy-holdcr in this compaay, but with 
benefit to all, yet, in compliance wita the 
request of the memorialists abovemen- 
tioned and the very respectable body of 
insurance companies above represented, 
they direct that the proposed reduction of 
rates be not carried into -effect until the 
further action ef the board.” 

We are glad that the trustees have con- 

cluded to abandon the experiment, which, 

however safe it may have been for tke 
Mutual Life and the other large com- 
panies—a point we do not here argue 
— would, in all probability, have re- 
sulted in great mischief to the general in- 

terests of life insuranee, as involved in 

other companies. Indeed, life insurance, 

though distributed among a great many 

agencies isin this country really one sys- 

tem, carrying with it an outstanding pol- 

icy risk of more than ‘two billions of dol- 

lars. Some of the companies are much 

older than others and hold a much larger 
surplus. Many of the policy-holders in 

one company have also taken out policies 

in others. So far ag the policy-holders are 
concerned—which is, after all, the great 

question—the interests.of all the com- 

panies are really common interests, and 

in this respect they have practically a 
confederate character. The fundamental 

requirement of seund ‘life insurance is 
safety—not simply for the leading com- 
panies, but for allthat are conducted ac- 
cording to the business principles which 
have been tested by a long and successful 
experience. 

We think, therefore, that the Mutual 
Life made a mistake and looked too ex- 

clusively at what it decmed its own re- 
sources and interests in proposing to re- 
duce its insurance rates. Such has been 
the judgment of eminent actuaries and 
a large number of insurance companies 
that have earnestly protested against the 
change, and who could, upon the basis 
adopted by the Mutual, have taken the 
step with equal safety, had they coxsid- 
ered it advisable. We do .not undertake 
to decide that there might not be a 
safe reduction in premium rates; yet a0 
such reduction should be made without 
the fullest consultation among insurance 
companies and the most careful calcula- 
tion as to its bearings in all directions. 
There is no necessity for it, since, in all 
mutual companies honestly managed, 
whatever excess of premiums mzy have 
been charged beyond the requirements of 
safety, as shown by the result of each 
year’s business, is returned to the policy- 
kolders in the form of dividends. These 
premiums should be higher in the first in- 
stance than the actual cost of insurance, 
in order to keep the system safe each year 
against all contingencies. And when the 
results of the year’s transactions are ascer- 
tained, then the companies are in a condi- 
tion safely to do what is equivalent to a re- 
duction of premium rates, by returning to 
the policy-holders whatever excess they 
may have paid. 








FINANCIAL NOTES. 


Easticity OF THE CURRENCY. — Mr. 
Boutwell, iu his annual report, expresses 
the opinion that the volume of bank cir- 
culation should be confined within fixed 
limits prescribed by law, and is, hence, 
opposed to the system of Free Banking. 
He says that “the power to change the 
volume of paper in circulation, within 
limits established by law, should remain in 
the Treasury Department.” If by this he 
means expansion or contraction of vol- 
ume, according to the discretion of the 
Sceretary of the Treasury, we do not un- 
derstand that he has any such power 
within any limits. No such power ought 
to exist in the Treasury Department; and, 
moreover, in advocating its necessity as a 
means of giving elasticity to the curren- 
cy, Mr. Boutwell virtually yiclds the 
whole argument in regard to free Bank- 
ing. A much better way would be to re- 
peal all restrictions upon the aggregate 
amount of National Bank circulation, and 
leave the people to organize a3 many 
banks as their felt necessities require. 
Add to this a provision making legal-ten- 
der notes convertible into United States 
bonds, and the bonds issued therefor con- 
vertible into legal-tender notes, at the op- 
tion of the holders, to a given amount, and 
then we shall have a self-regulating elastici- 
ty of the currency without any interference 
on the part of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. The people will then determine the 
currency volume according to their own 
wants, organizing as many banks as they

Nationa Banks.—Since the adopéion 
of the National Bank system 2,051 Na- 
tional Banks have been organized. Of 
this number twenty-one have failed and 
ninety-six have gone into voluntary iiqui- 
dation, leaving 1,914 banks in existence 
on the ist of November, 1872, four of 
which—one in Massachusétts and ‘three in 
California—are gold banks. The aggre- 
gate capital of these banks pail in, not 
including the gold banks, was atthe above 
date £482,432,538.57. That of the gold 
banks was $3,100,000. The natéonal taxes 
on ‘the National Banks are as follows: 
one per cent. annually on circulation out- 
standing, one-half of one per cont. annually 
on'Ceposits, and ene-half of one per cent. 
anrually on capital not invest>d in United 
States bonds. The amount cf taxes cel- 
lected from January 1st, 186%, to January | 
Yst, 1872, is $40;242,'705.43. The Con- 
trollor of the Currency, in his last re- 
port, states that ‘“the average earnings of 
the National Banks, after making a propcr 
allowance for baddebts, are not more then 
a fair remuneration upon capital.” Con- 
gress ought to revise its system of tax- 
ation in respect to’ National Banks ‘and 
make a very considerable reduction. Ex- 
cessive taxation has a tendency to prevent 
the organization of new banks and rive 
the old ones back inte’ the system of ‘tate 
charters. 





Pustic Lanps:—The public lan@s dis- 
posed of during the last fiscal year 
amounts to 11,864,975 acres, of which 
1,370,320 acres were cash sales. This is 
1,099,270 acres in excess of the gmount 
disposed of during the previous year. 
The cash receipis from public lanés were 
$3,218,100. The lands already surveyed 
and not disposed of amount to 33,364,- 
789 acres, leaving unsurveyed an areca of 
1,251,683,62@ acres. 





MONEY MARKET. 


THE money market, properly speaking, 

has not worked easily for borrowers 

during the week, though the last week 

closed with easier rates than kad been 

previously charged; but on Monday 

morning there was a fresh difficulty in 

making up their accounts among the 

Wall Street brokers, and the rates on call, 

which were at 7 per cent. goid at the 
commencement, were as high as 7 per 

cent. per annum currency interest and 

1-16 commission for a day. “This was 

about the highest rate of the season, and 

yet no one can give any satisfactory 

reason for the extravagant squeeze, ex- 

cept that of an artificial maniptiation of 
the market for the purpose of depressing 
the prices of stocks. The Secretary of 
the Treasury has been  withérawing 
currency from the market ever since 

the month commenced, to the great 

detriment of the business community 
and without benefit to his own ‘cepart- 

ment. It should be bis policy to keep 

money casy, as thereby the generai busi- 
ness.cf the country is benefited and the 
public revenues are increased. But ‘no 
such consideration scems to influence 
Secretary Boutwell, although he has 
recommended that Congress shall invest 
the head of the Treasury Department with 
the power of issuing euirency at his dis- 
cretion te meet the exigencies of business 
men. But he does not avail himself of tae 
opportunity to do this thing to the extent 
io which he can now exercise his author- 
ity. For exemple, he has.been needlessly 
withdrawing from two of the New York 
City banks tke deposits which he made 
wrh them last October ; and these last two 
weeks he has seld two milliens of gold, 

taking greenbacks in payment, while he 
has yrrchased but half a million of 5-20 
bonds. And this is done just at 
the very point of tine when the market 
can least afford to lose a dollar of cur- 
rency. That money will be plentiful 
enough and at low rates after the first of 
January everybody knews; but during 
the last tsvo wecks of December it is 
always tight, and unprincipled operators 
are quick to take advantage of the situa- 
tion and make it tighter. In is to pre- 
vent just this state of things that Mr. 
Meriam, of New York, has introduced a; 
bill into Congress authorizing the issue of 
currency on the deposit of 5-20 bonds; 
and the necessity of some such measure 
has become so apparent that business men 
are beginning to entertain expectations 
that some practical measure of the kind 
will be passed for their relief. 

The Stock Market has been but little 
affected by the squeeze in money, and 
the “bulls,” who are carrying heavy 
loads of stocks, which are still selling at 
prices considerably below their actual 
value, pay the daily shaves exacted of 
them because they have a sure fecling of 
coming out right in the end. Prices on 
Monday of such popular speculative stocks 
as Western Union Telegraph, New York 
Central, Hannibal and St. Joseph, Pacific 
Mail, Erie, and Lake Shore all advanced, 
and were freely purchased, in spite of the 
dear rates of money ; and these stocks are 
all expected to advance considerably next 
month, if not sooner, and Western Union 
is especially said to be in a fair way of 
being pushed up to much higher points by 
the large purchases of it which have been 
made for permanent investment by some 
of the most substantial men in the coun- 

















try. 

It is the habit of congressmen and others 
to sneer at the operations of stock specu- 
lators, and to rather thiok it a good thing 
to compel them to give a good round 
price for the use of money. But when 
moncy is loaned atthe rate of 1-16 to} 
per cent. a day it costs the importer, the 
jobber, the manufacturer, the agricultur- 
ist, and the builder just as much to bor 
row it as does the stock speculator. 
It costs them more, jn fact. It costs 
the stock speculator less than it does 
others; for he usually has better securities 
to offer for it, It must be rememberoc, 
therefore, that when a Wall Sireet “bull” 
has to pay 4 per cent. a day for carrying 
stocks it means that the lumber dealer, 
the wheat speculator, the cotton dealer,

DRY GOODS. 

Ir is said that the jobbers complain of 
the year’s business, and that the fall trade 
has not eqtaled the expectations which 
were raiseai by the extraordinary activity 
and profitable results of the first six 
months’ business. But we doubt if there 
are any substantial reasons for complaint 
upon any side so far as the business in 
domestic fabrics is concerned; and we 
believe that when it comes to the balanc- 
ing of books in January not only jobbers, 
but manufacturers and agents in both 
cotton and woolen goods fill find that the 
business of 1872 has been not only unprec- 
edciiedly large, but also satisfactory so 
far as profits go, and prefit is the only test | 
of Wiosperity in business transuctions, 

Tue Boston fire was a disastrous occur- 
rence to those whose gocds were de- 
stroyed; but to the trade generally it 
was otherwise. It caused an advance 
im the price cf most descriptions 
éf woolens and cottons, and ercated 
&® market for accumulated — stocks, 
which otherwise could not have been 
known. The consequence is that in New 
York and in the large Western cities, like 
St. Louis, Chicago, and Cincinnati, the 
dry goods jobbers and commission heuses 
are in a much better condition than they 
were last year at this time; and the new 
year will commence with a newer-siock 
generally than ever before. Taking into 
consideration ‘the extent of the destruc- 
tion of dry goeJs in the Chicago and the 
Boston fires, and the rapid increase in 
consimption from our increase of popula- 
tion an‘ the growing needs of the eman- 
cipated blacks of the South, itis hardly 
possible that any excess in the supply of 
dry goods will be known during ‘the next 
two vears. 

Brown sheetings and shirtings: are still 
in good dcmand for leading makes of 
heavy goods; but the market is without 
any essential change and prices are steady 
and firm. 

Bleached sheetings and shirtings are in 
rather better demand; and, as the supply 
in first hands is small for the seascn of the 
year, prices are very firm. The* demand 
for city trade is good, and the orders from 
the West for heavy standard shee:ings are 
said to bé large. 

Printing cloths are firm at 19€5 week’s 
quotations; but sales for future delivery 
of standards are reported at onecighth of 
acent a:yard under the quoted ‘rate. 

Prints are comparatively dull and there 
is but aiimited business doing in them, 
mainly because the stock of desirable 
styles is about exhausted, and the odds 
and €ntis remaining in first hands are not 
tenpting to the jobbers. 

Ginghams are quict, the seasen being 
over for these goods and the -principal 
sales being made to close up -consign- 
ments. 

Cotton flannels continue to be:ir active 
demané, particularly for the heavy grades 
of brown. The stock is very light, either 
in the hands of agents or jobbers, and 
prices are firmly maintained. 

Cotton drills are in fair demand for the 
season and prices are firmly sustained. 

Osnabures are not active, and the mar- 
ket is whout change, but firm. 

Cotion yarn is not in much demanc, and 
the markct is quict but steady at the quo- 
tations. 

Corset jeans are without special move- 
ment; the stock in first hands is: abund- 
ant forthe demands of the scason, and 
prices are.steady but not strong. 

Cambrics are sclling freely for the 
favorite%sty*es—not in large quantities; but, 
the stock in first hands being moderaiz, 
prices are well sustained. 

Rolled javonets have undergone ; 19 
change since our last report. The sales te 
fill orders Lave been considerable, bri 
prices remain unchanged. 

Silesias are without change since last 
week ; the demand is small and the stock 
in first hands is not large.” Prices are 
steady. 

Stripes are ir better demand; and, the 
stock of desirable makes in first hands 
being small, prices are very firm. 

Ticks are generally more firmly held, 
and in some cases an advance of one cent 
a yard has been established. 

Denims and cottenades are quict ar4 
without quotable change. 

Worsted dress goods are in better de- 
mand than usual at-this season, and all de- 
scriptions of fancy styles sell freely for the 
holiday trade. Prices are generally firm. 

Woolen goods have been in less demand 
than for some weeks previously, and 
prices, except in two or three specialties, 
have not been firm. Heavy cloths and 
overcoatings, all wool, are selling moder- 
ately well in small lots, to make up assort- 
ments, but mostly for city trade. 

Doeskizs are not active; there is very 
little doing in any grades, but less in the 
finer grades than in others. ‘ 

Fancy cassimeres are more active, for 
the new styles for spring wear cspecially ; 
but the agents are anxious to get off the 
remaining lots of fall styles, and lower 
prices are made in guch cases, 

Satinets are dull, witha tendency to 
lower prices, and salcg limited to small 
lots, 

Flannels continue in good demand with 
firm prices; but thereis more activity and 
firmness iu Leavy goods than in the finer 
qualities, 

Blankets are in moderately active de- 
mand; but the all-wool heavy makes are 
most wanted. Prices firm. 

Foreign dry goods are less active than 
usual at this season of the year, even for 
the fancy goods that are generally in good 
demand for the holiday season. The only 
explanation of this apparent falling of 
must be found in the heavier purchases 
made earlier in the season; or perhaps to 
the fact that the greater part of the trade 
has been monopolized by a few great 
retail houses that import their own 
goods. The diminution is probably more 
apparent than real. But it is certain that 
there is a considerable falling off in the 
importations. The statistics of the cus- 
tom-house may be implicitly relied upon in 
this respect. The total amount of goods 
entered at the custom-house of this port 
last week was 3,386 packages, costing 
$1,189,575; while in the corresponding 
weck last year it was 6,295 packages, cost- 
ing $2,018,889.
